NOTE: Amendment to claim 1 introduces a new processing step and therefore the combination of processing steps as 
currently presented in claim 1 requires at least further consideration and possible search. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claim 1 , applicants arguments are 
based on the amendment, which is not entered. Regarding claim 11, rinsing and washing are very similar. Note that Thurata teaches a 
rotatable stiring or agitating blade (Fig. 1, #12, col.2, L.66-68) for stirring or agitating an object to be washed. 
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
